Buyers  of  vegetables  should 
be  made  to  realize  that  most  of  the  amount  paid  to  local  growers  remains  to 
again  be  spent  locally.  The  use  of  fresh  local  produce  should  be  encouraged  to 
the  limit  if  for  no  other  reason  than  this. 

The  price  of  seeds  has  lowered  in  common  with  other  prices.  They  can  now 
be  planted  with  less  cost  than  for  years.  No  one  can  predict  with  certainty  the 
opportunity  for  profit,  but  the  co-operation  between  consumer  and  local  producer 
must  be  maintained  now  as  never  before  or  both  will  suffer  loss.  A  normal 
local  production  of  vegetables  and  an  increased  use  of  home  grown  products  is 
the  first  step  toward  more  prosperous  times. 

For  a  number  of  years  we  have  had  a  persistent  demand  for  a  catalogue 
containing  some  descriptive  matter.

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HOW  TO  PREPARE  AND  MAINTAIN  A  LAWN 

Keep  your  lawn  in  good  condition  by  sowing  a  little  new  seed  when  needed  and  top  dressing  it  occasion¬ 
ally  with  Wizard  Sheep  Manure,  Bone  Meal  or  some  other  good  lawn  fertilizer  and  you  can  often  save 
the  expense  of  plowing  and  reseeding  the  lawn. 

Lawn  Grass  seed  may  be  sown  any  time  between  April  and  the  end  of  September.  Some  gardeners 
claim  that  the  best  lawns  are  produced  by  sowing  in  early  spring;  others  consider  the  fall  the  most  desirable 
season,  because  the  conditions  are  then  ideal  for  the  rapid  germination  of  seed,  the  roots  become  firmly 
established  before  the  severe  winter  sets  in,  and  with  the  advent  of  warm  weather  in  spring  the  grass  starts 
into  luxuriant  growth,  while  the  strong  roots  enable  it  to  resist  the  scorching  heat  of  summer. 

To  ensure  a  good  and  permanent  lawn,  the  soil  should  be  clean,  enriched  with  Bone  Meal  or  Wizard 
Sheep  Manure,  thoroughly  pulverized  to  a  depth  of  6  to  9  inches,  and  fairly  moist  when  the  seed  is  sown. 
Having  made  the  surface  as  fine  and  level  as  possible  with  a  rake  or  harrow,  sow  the  seed  broadcast,  choosing 
a  calm  day  for  the  operation,  so  that  it  may  be  evenly  distributed.  Cover  the  seed  by  going  over  the  surface 
with  a  fine  tooth  rake  and  afterward  with  a  roller.  It  is  important  to  thoroughly  roll  the  lawn  after  sowing  to 
press  the  seed  in  firmly  and  make  a  hard  smooth  surface. 

Lawns  are  benefited  and  improved  in  appearance  by  frequent  mowing  until  the  grass  ceases  to  grow 
in  the  fall.  Stable  manure  is  often  spread  over  the  lawn  when  the  ground  freezes  and  removed  in  early 
spring,  but  as  this  treatment  produces  an  unsightly  effect,  many  prefer  to  use  commercial  fertilizers  or 
Wizard  Sheep  Manure  as  a  top  dressing.  It  is  an  excellent  practice  to  renovate  and  freshen  the  lawn  every 
spring  or  fall  with  a  little  new  seed.  Bare  spots  should  be  loosened  with  a  sharp  rake  and  given  a  good 
dressing  with  fertilizer  thoroughly  raked  in  before  sowing  the  seed.  One  pound  of  seed  is  required  for 
400  square  feet.  25  pounds  for  one  quarter  acre,  100  pounds  for  an  acre.

The  hardier 
varieties  such  as  Calendulas,  Larkspurs,  Centaureas  and  Poppies  may  be  sown  very  early,  while  the  more 
tender  Balsams,  Nasturtiums,  Marigolds  and  Zinnias  are  best  planted  later  when  the  ground  is  warm. 
Prepare  the  soil  carefully,  making  it  soft  and  fine,  and  sow  the  seed  in  rows  or  broadcast.  When  the  seed¬ 
lings  are  large  enough  thin  them  out  so  that  they  stand  about  half  as  far  apart  as  their  maximum  height. 

Very  fine  seeds,  such  as  Portulaca  and  Petunia,  should  be  sowm  on  the  surface  and  the  soil  pressed 
firmly  with  a  rake  or  board.  Larger  seeds  may  be  covered  about  as  deep  as  four  times  their  diameter.  It 
is  well  to  press  the  soil  firmly  above  them  and  water  frequently. 

Although  the  seeds  of  some  of  the  Hardy  Perennials  are  slow  and  irregular  in  germination  the  growing 
of  these  plants  is  generally  no  more  difficult  than  the  Annuals.  Usually  it  requires  a  full  year  for  the  seed¬ 
lings  to  reach  the  blooming  stage,  but  some  flower  wrell  the  first  season  if  started  early.  Sowing  in  May 
and  June  so  that  the  seedlings  wi  1 1  be  ready  for  transplanting  early  in  the  fall  gives  best  results.  Pansies, 
Forget-me-nots  and  Beilis  for  spring  flowering  are  best  planted  in  July.
